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Georgia's Progressive Lions 


Georgia Lions Clubs, in convention at 
Savannah, yesterday adopted a set of reso- 
lutions in keeping with the progressive 
spirit that in recent years, at least, has 
characterized the contributions of the or- 
ganization to the State. 

The convention offered its support to 
the minimum educational program, mili- 
tary leave for members of the National 
Guard and the organized reserves, and 
State-owned docks at Savannah and 
Brunswick. 

As The Constitution has pointed out 
repeatedly, the minimum educational pro- 
gram, sponsored by the Georgia Teach- 
ers’ Association, is a fine and worthy goal 
at which to shoot, even though it is unat- 
tainable under present circumstances. We 
hope, however, that the Lions’ resolution 
will serve to keepsit before the people as 
the aim toward which we must work con- 
tinually and unceasingly. 

The idea of military leave for em- 
ployees apparently stems from a confer- 
ence of a representative group of employ- 
ers in Savannah last week. The group 
adopted a policy which we are happy to 
See gain approval of the Lions and which 
is worthy of study and emulation by em- 
ployers in other cities and communities 
of the State. : 

The employers agreed to grant two 
weeks leave of absence, in addition to 
their regular vacations, to employees who 
are. members of the National Guard or 
reserve units of the armed forces. This is 


to enable those employees to participate 
in regular Summer training periods with- 
out loss of vacation time. In addition, 
however, the employers agreed to make 
up the difference between each employee's 
Government pay and his regular earnings. 

In the past %ke armed services have 
found it difficult to attract a great many 
reservists and National Guardsmen to 
Summer camps and cruises because of a 
natural reluctance to devote a full vaca- 
tion period to that purpose. Under the 
plan worked out at this conference, how- 
ever, employees may have both a vacation 
with their families and preparedness 
training. : 

Few projects, we believe, would be 
of greater benefit to. Georgia industrial 
expansion and commercial growth than 
installation of State-owned docks, at Sa- 
vannah and Brunswick. The State Ports 
Development Association is doing a won- 
derful job of acquainting voters with the 
importance of these facilites. Support by 
the Lions Club of Georgia will serve 
to encourage this organization to even 
greater effort. 

The Lions are to be congratulated on 
maintaining the same progressive attitude 
that led the convention two years ago to 
urge a 50 percent increase in pay for 
teachers, a recommendation that subse- 
quently was adopted. And Georgia is 
fortunate in having such an organization 
represented in virtually every community 
in the State.

Welcoming General Motors 


The new Buick-Oldsmobile-Pontiac as- 
sembly plant, formal public opening of 
which is to be held today, is a consider- 
able addition to the industrial life of met- 
ropolitan Atlanta. :

Moreover, nearly that much comes into 
the State additionally each year through 
GM purchases in this area.

Unless Georgia peanut producers 
can pare their costs to meet the competi- 
tion of mechanized farming on such an 
enormous scale, the export market even- 
stually may well be lost.

The French Have a Bad Case of Jitters 


PARIS—Before the end of the six-power London Conference on a Western German 


govern: 


ment, American Ambassador Lewis Douglas turned to French Ambassador Rene Massigli and asked 
a question which sent a shiver down the spine of official Paris. If the Russians attempted to com- 
pel the Western powers to leave Berlin, Douglas asked, would the French Government be willing 


to back the United States in the use of force? 
Ministry. 
question: “What force?” 

Better than any others, those two words epit- 
omize the sense of terrible’ insecurity which 
colors all French thinking today. For the French, 
and with some reason, feel naked and exposed. 
Behind the bitter debate on the West German 
agreement, behind the French reaction to the 
new Russian moves in Berlin, lies fear—the 
fear of another war and another occupation, 
which a weakened France would be wholly 
powerless to prevent. 

Again and again, the reporter in Paris hears 
the same argument. With America rearming, 
with the birth of Western Union, with the Com- 
munist political offensive in Western Europe 
stopped dead in its tracks, the military position 
of the Soviet sphere is certain constantly to de- 
teriorate in relation to the West. The Kremlin 
must know this. The Kremlin must also know 
that today nothing stands between the Red Army 
and the Atlantic but:.some Anglo-American police 
battalions and the eight or 10 miserably under- 
equipped divisions of France and the Benelux 
countries. What is more ldégical than that the 
Kremlin should seize the opportunity before it 
is too late? As for the atomic bomb, “Your 
bomb is no doubt a pretty little thing, but how 
will it help us here in Paris?” 


In part, this sort of thing can no doubt 
be written off as propaganda for the French 
position on Germany and for American help 
in rearming France. Yet the fear is real. 
Above all the French fear another occupa- 

“tion by a foreign army, this time with the 
co-operation of a powerful political minority, 
the Communist Party. As one Frenchman 
put it to this reporter, “No doubt you would 
liberate us in the end. But in the meantime 
the Communists would have grafted a new 
political skin on France, in such a way that 
you could not remove the skin without kHI.- 
ing the organism.” 


In the comfortably distant United States, 
such fears may seem neurotic. Yet they exist, 
and the fact is that they have been consistently 
aggravated by a whole sequence of events in 
which the United States has played a major part.

were happily if erroneously convinced that, in 
exchange for French agreement on the formation 
of a Western German government, the United 
States would quickly throw its whole vast weight 
behind Western Europe and France. It was ex- 
pected, first, that the United States would make 
some formal commitment to Western Union. and 
second, that the United States would proceed this 
year to help the Western Union countries, and 
above all France, to rearm themselves. 

These hopes seemed about to be fulfilled when 
the joint military staffs of the Western Union 
countries, meeting in London, received an ur- 
gent request from Washington for an estimate 
of their military requirements. The estimates 
were hurriedly drawn up and dispatched to 
Washington, Tken nothing more was heard trom 
across the ANanne. fmt this was only the first 
in a series of shocks and disappointments which 
have had a profound psychological effect in 
Paris. 

The next step in this sequence of events was 
the question which Ambassador Douglas asked 
Ambassador Massigli. To the French, at last 
sadly convinced that neither an American mili- 
tary guaranty nor American help in rearming 
France would be forthcoming in the near future, 
this question seemed to imply the likelihood of a 
war—a war in which France would be quickly 
occupied. 

The worst blow of all of course was the dast 
—the action of the American House of Repre- 
sentatives In applying the Taber meat ax to 
ECA appropriations. This has seemed to many 
Frenchmen the final, dreary proof that the 
United States is not a dependable ally in the 
struggle between East and West, in which France 
occupies a position so frighteningly exposed. 
Largely as a result of all this (partly, too, as a 
result of the endless instability of the French 
Government) official Paris now suffers from a 
sense of insecurity which gives rise in some 


- quarters to something close to downright hysteria. 


This profound feeling of insecurity, whether or 
not it is justified, is about the most important 
political fact on the Continent today. Election 
year or no election year, it is a fact which the 
American Government must recognize, and 
with which it must be prepared to deal.

Franklin D. Roosevelt used to go out among 
the people regularly to refresh himself. These 
trips, difficult as they are physically,’ acted 
upon the former President as a tonic. His doc- 
tors often commented upon that. 

In his case, as in that of his successor, such 
* contacts with the people seemed to bring out the 
inner, essential man, to pull up to the surface 
something that was concealed behind the formal 
facade of the White House and the ceremony 
and routine that makes the President a captive 
to his job, an inpersonal aloof functionary. 

These contacts with the people produced in 
Mr. Roosevelt a magnificent expansiveness which, 
in turn, reacted upon the crowds to arouse fre- 
quently a frenzied exaltation. He was the squire, 
the descendant of Dutch patrons, inspecting the 
vast estate which is the United States and visit- 
ing with the tenants. It was all done in the 
grand manner. 


Harry Truman, too, has reverted to type 
in a way. His contact with the people re- 
creates again the amiable and friendly fel- 
low who, as a haberdashery store proprie- 
tor and a local politician, enjoyed swapping 
yarns with ‘his friends and exchanging wise- 
cracks of the street-corner variety. This 
brings a friendly reaction from those who 
come to see and hear him. He is again 
Independence and Kansas City, Mo., just as 
Franklin D. Roosevelt was Hyde Park, N. Y. 


His easy air of informality and confidence 
has developed gradually during the trip. After 
a few days he had acquired a style where it 
was not at all as if he were making a speech, 
but as if he were leaning over the back plat- 
form chatting in man-to-man fashion.

How Many Can Tell the Difference? 


NEW YORK—Students of journalism—the kind, that is, who never will make journalists but will 
become, in time, insolvent and morose Washington correspondents of the New Republic, the Herald 
Tribune and the Daily Worker—constantly pester their betters with questions about the field of 


cosmic wisdom and comment. 


This is a Tibetan realm, held by a very few authentic priests but 


heavily infested with astrologers in gaudy booths around the bazaar, crying ambiguous platitudes 


crudely dramatized as revelations. 


The fact that there are two schools—the, as it were, divine, and the larger one of snake charm- | 
ers and fire walkers—accounts for some of the confusion 


in the other, and lower, world. The 


readers don’t know the difference. The true pundit has been known to prove this by the practical 


test of attributing some profound banality to some imaginary philosophers, 


his public. 
The Americans, a brash, impetuous lot, rushed 


the fad of reading to a reckless extreme. Now 
all above the age of five can, in a manner of 
speaking, read. ‘here was a serious error in 
timing, however, for, of those who read, only a 
few know what they read and only the scholars 
ean remember for an hour. Intelligence was 
neglected in favor of mere skill. 


The lack of comprehension is demonstrated 
every hour on the hour. In the news broad- 
casts, the false emphasis uttered by adults in 
reading simple bulletins shows that reading is 
only a trained, animal trick. These readers—and 
they are professionals and, therefore, superior— 
no more understand what they are saying than 
the coils and dials. 


Reading is not education nor, necessarily, 
a key to education. And the knack, for that 
is all it is, betrays the ignorant into wild 
embarrassments, including wars. Millions of 
Americans read stuff deliberately contrived 
to exploit their superstitions and arouse 
them artfully. Newspaper publishers as a 
whole trade, by common consent, though 
without a record vote, long ago decided that 
the people could not be trusted with the 
subject of religion. In the last few years 
we have had an almost parallel experience 
with the atom bomb. A few superior in- 
tellecta know the secret, but the family, or 
pack, of nations and breeds comprising the 
human race would obliterate humanity if 
these things were put within reach of the 
insensate people. 


Religion is not one of the freedoms of the 
United States but the darkest and tightest of 
taboos. As a pacifier, the press, including, of 
course, radio, dignifies, as true religious matter, 
weary and perfunctory sayings of a clergy who 
long ago decided to partition the trade along a 
meandering Curzon line and lay off competition 
and raiding. Active rivalry, led by aggressive 
missionaries, had kicked up such hatred that the 
cloth themselves couldn’t take it. It was easier 
and aitogether pleasanter to whack up the avail- 
able clientele on a formula comparable to the old 
5-5-3 naval ratio, love one another, and bow heads 
in unison on days of state prayer. Even in the

WASHINGTON, June 15—(?)— 
House investigators today held the 
State Department and the Nation- | 
al Broadcasting Company both at 
fault for the airing of Voice of 
America “smear” programs. 

A report by an expenditures 
subcommittee also recommended 
“safeguards” to prevent any more 
such programs from being broad- 
cast. And it suggested that may- 
be the Voice of America shouldn't 
talk so much, 

The subcommittee investigated | 
after many lawmakers charged 
that American States and customs 
were “smeared” by “Know North 
America” programs prepared by 
NBC for the State Department 
and beamed to Latin America last 
Winter.

For T/5 Brown the war ended in the moment of high 
excitement—of triumph, perhaps—when he was caught 
up with the great wave of emotion he must have felt with- 
out realizing it. 

Sgt. White never learned that his sacrifice may have 
been in vain, that peace might again be just a pause, that 
his great effort to make a better world had left the world 
still fogged and fearful and disturbed and confused. He 
was spared the shock of learning that a nation can over- 
look his triumph and his campaign badges and resent 
special privileges granted him by lawmakers who are, as 
always, running for re-election. 

Those Pfc.’s and Lt.’s of ours were spared so much.

Atlanta’s tottering marriages steadied themselves in 1947 and divorces dived to a de- 
crease of 35 percent under the record of 1946. They dropped 8.4 percent lower than the 
national decrease of 26.6 percent. 


CAREER COUNCIL 


Atlanta was well at the top 
in the decrease among Southern 
cities involved in a nation-wide 
survey released yesterday by 
the Family Welfare Society of 
Fulton and DeKalb Counties, a 
Red Feather Service of the 
Greater Atlanta Community 
Chest. 

A passing of the peak of mari- 
tal breakdowns in hasty war- 
time marriages and general re- 
adjustment to more _ stable 
peacetime living were the rea- 
sons for the divorce decline 
most frequently mentioned by 
family service agencies in 89 
cities. 

Miss Angela Frances Cox, 
Executive Director of the 
Family Service Society, said 
that the 2,876 divorces reported 
in Fulton County last year rep- 
resented a fine decrease in mari- 
tal dissolution, but “one year 
should not be considered a 
measure of increasing strength 
in the country.” 

“Of far greater importance 
than the number of divorces 
is the prevalence of conflict 
between ill-mated couples in a 
large number of American 
homes . . whether or not 
such conflict is finally re- 
corded in the divorce rate,” 
Frank J. Hertel, general di- 
rector of the National Family 
Service Association, observed, 
“Dissension between . mar- 
riage partners not only warps 
and embitters personal living, 
but produces grave social 
problems outside the indi- 
vidual homes. We must be 
most concefned by the effect 
on the children involved of 
internal warfare in the home. 
This is the primary breeding 
ground of distorted personali- 
ty, emotional unbalance, de- 
linquency and crime.” 

The Atlanta Agency has giv- 
en much credit to the Legal Aid 
Society, who last year sent 180 
couples facing final rupture of 
their marriages to the family 
agency to talk over their prob- 
lems before taking legal action. 
In the majority of these, coun- 
seling and guidance averted the 
divorce, helping the couples to- 

ward reconciliation and keeping 
their children from the tragedy 
of broken homes, 

In addition to its private, in- 
dividual guidance on marriage 
problems, the Family Service 
Society likewise believes its com- 
munity-wide program of educa- 
tion for family living has been 
effective in stemming divorce. 

“There is no single answer 
to the question of discord,” 
Miss Cox admits, “but we be- 
lieve in premarital education 
and counseling, family coun- 
seling service, and we know 
that adequate housing and a 
stable economy are much {to 
be desired.” 

All agencies questioned in the 
survey pleaded for a more re- 
alistic approach to the factors 
of health marriage adjustment 
in press, movies and other 
media, “rather than the contin- 
ual portrayal of the idealistic 
only.”

The slogan “Always lead 
through strength and up to 
weakness” is one of a number 
of rules of thumb that were 
prescribed for us in our peram- 
bulator days.
